Since then Leatherhead have 
gone from strength to strength, 
and are currently third in the 
league, Unbeaten in their last 
eight Isthmian matches, their 
Amateur Cup hopes were 
shattered last week with a 3-1 
defeat at Harwich and Parke- 
ston. 


Leatherhead, though, have 
had their share of good for- 
tune.

Kelly’s sending off against Wy- 
combe was sufficient pun'sh- 
ment while Searle, the other 
offender, was fined and sus- 
pended for two weeks.

Leading goal- 
scorer is Peter Lavers, who was 
on target with the first goal 
against Wycombe. He has 18
